TO  THE  CHAIEMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE  DOLGELLEY 
URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL 

I have  the  honour  of  again  presenting  my  Annual  Report,  this,  for 
the  year  1950. 

The  work  of  providing  new  homes  for  the  long  waiting  list  of  applicants 
was  continued  and  during  the  year  26  new  houses  werel  occupied.  Ser- 
ious cases  of  overcrowding  and  families  suffering  illhealth  having  to 
live  undet  unsatisfactory  conditions!  have  yet  to  be  dealt  with,  and 
every  effort  sliould  be  taken  to  solve  the  re-housing  problem. 

There  were  no  outbreaks  of  Food  Poisoning  notified.  The  Council’s 
adoption  of  llie  Model  Byelaws  dealing  with  the  handling  of  food  and 
tlieir  implementation  will  1 hope  bear  fruit  and  that  the  food  trade  gen- 
eially  will  accept  their  responsibility  and  co-operate  with  t*’e  local 
authority  in  this  essential  work.

The  extension  of  the  main  supply  to  the  houses  at  Maescaled  and 
Pandyrodyn  was  very  necessary  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  other  dwell- 
ings win  benefit  from  further  extensions. 

In  conclusion,  as  this  is  my  last  Annual  Report,  I wish  to  express 
my  appreciation  of  the  co-operation  received  from  the  Comncil  during 
my  term  of  office,  and  of  tlie  assistanoe  rendered  to  me  by  the  Sanitary 
'Inspector,  Mr.  Ffrangcon  Evans.  I wish  my  successor  Dr.  Evan  Will- 
iams every  happiness  and  success.

TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE  COUNCIL. 

1 he^  to  place  before  you  my  third  annual  report. 

HOUSING: 

This  year  also,  1 am  giving  priority  of  place  to  that  service  which 
I a)ii  most  concerned  about  at  the  moment,  namely,  providing  houses 
for  the  needy.  ^ 

In  October  1950  tlie  Council  agreed  to  submit  to  the  County  Plan- 
ning Committee  proposals  for  using  land  on  tlie  Llwyn  Farm  for  hous- 
ing, but  as  tliis  is  still  under  coJisideration  I refrain  from  commenting 
on  our  claims  as  against  those  of  tlie  Ministries  of  Agriculture-  -and 
Transport.  At  the  same  time  1 feel  that  I should  remind  the  Council 
to  be  always  vigilant  regarding  the  use,  or  I might  say  the  mis-use  of 
land  within  their  district.  It  is  to  be  regretted,  in  my  opinion,  that 
so  much  land  of  potential  housing  value  is  used  for  other  purposes,  in 
a district  where  reasonable  housing  sites  are  almost  unobtainable. 

The  Council’s  waiting  list  has  been  Revised  and  now  consists  of 
169  names,  of  these  53  families  are  in  rooms  or  split  between  two  houses 
25  families  are  living  outside  Uolgelley  with  the  bread-winner  working 
in  the  town. 

96  families  are  living  either  in  overcrowded  or  insanitary  premises. 

Mostjof  the  applicants  have  seen  service  in  the  armed  forces. 

It  is  our  concern  that  the  population  of  the  County  has  decreased, 
no  doubt  bad  housing  has  beeni  a contributory  factor  aiul  unless  wjh 
realise  that  suitable  land  must  he  made  available  for  housing  need  our 
population  ,will  be  depleted  further,  the  resultant  loss  to  our  civic  life 
will  1)6  unmeasurable. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  tiliat  those  ent  rusted  with  tlie  planning  of  our  town 
will  realise  their  responsiliility. 

HOUSING  ACT,  1949: 

A conference  was  field,  of  reiui'seutati ves  of  local  authorities  within 
the  County,  to  discuss  tlie  administration  of  this  Act. 

No  action  was  taken  by  the  Council  during  the  year.

HOUiSING  MANAGEMENT: 

.As  alreatly  mentioned!  by  the  Medical  Officer  26’  Council  hoiwes 
were  occupied  during  the  year,  tlie  tenants  Selected  have  since  shown 
a considerable  intrest  in  their  new  environment.  Suitable  trees  have 
been  planted  and  liave  been  mucli  appreciated. 

Repair  work  is  eairied  out,wlien  necessary  either  by  direct  labour 
01-  Iry  contract.

No  further  progiess  has  been  made  regarding  reconditioning  Vic- 
toria Buildings  but  the  work  on  Stop  Coch  is  almost  completed. 

Public  Cleansing: 

.All  figures  under  this  heading  refer  to  the  financial  year  ended  31st 
March,  1951.  , 

Refuse'  Collection  and  Disposal: 

Twice  weekly  collections  of  household  refuse  on  M^ednesday  and 
Saturday  mornings  were  made  throughout  the  year  although  the  work 
has  increased  due  to  additional  collection  from  new  Council  houses. 

The  Karrier  Bantam  Refuse  Collecting  Vehicle  has  continued  to 
give  good  service. 

Ti)jping  was  continued  at  the  cpiarry  site  on  Talyllyn  Road,  and 
attempts  were  made  to  control  the  tip  as  far  as  it  was  practicable. 

During  the  year  the  Governors  of  Dr.  Williams’  School  were  aj)p- 
roached  retrarding  controlled  tipping  at  Pandyrodyn.  It  is  to  be  re- 
gretted that  thi.s  project  was  t-urned  down  especially  considering  the 
amount  of  !ow  lying  land  suitable  for  tiii[)ing  and  utilisation  within  the 
district.

Salvage :

Al  large  amount  of  paper  still  finds  its  way  to  the  dustbin  and  with 
increased^  prices  the  public  should  realise  that  saving  this  valuable 
commodity  means  a reduction  in  rates.

Disinfection  and  Disinfestation: 

Disinfection  was  carried  out  at  2 premises.  No  action  had  to  be 
taken  regarding  vermin.  Bedding  was  collected  and  destroyed  when 
requested  and  in  one  instance  the  occupier  received  compensation. 
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SEWERAGE: 

The  Extension  Sewer  serving  the  north  side  of  the  town  was  com- 
pleted in  June  1950  and  lias  since  proved  satisfactory. 

MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOOD  INSPECTION: 

The  Slaughter-liouse  at  Arran  Road  was  in  use  for  part  of  tlie  year 
only, the  premises  were  closed  down  in  August  and  the  much  needed 
improvement  work  put  in  hand.  Slaughtering  lias  since  been  carried 
out  for  the  area  at  the  Barmouth  Slaughter-house. 

It  is  to  he  lioped  that  slaughtering  at  Dolgellcy  will  resume  at  an 
early  date.

MODEL  BYELAWS  FOR  HANDLING.  WRAPPING  and  DELIVERY 

OF  FOOD. 

These  byelaws  were  considered  by  the  Council  in  starch  1950  and 
adopted. 

A public  meeting  for  members  of  the  food  trade  was  called  to  dis- 
cuss the  implications  of  the  liyelaws. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

Tlie  undertaking  of  the  Dolgelley  Waterworks  was  officially  taken 
over  on,  the  13tli  Marcli,  1950. 

The  water  supply  was  extended  to  Maescaled,  Pandyrodyn.  Fron- 
galed  and  to  Ihwnew  liuuse  at  Dolsadlar.  Other  new  connections  weiv 
provided  at  otlier  points  in  the  town.  New  mains  were  laid  to  supply 
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both  housing  schemes,  the  12  new  houses  at  Ardd  Fawr  and  the  22 
liouses  lat  Froheulog.

RODENT  CONTROL. 

Work  of  inspection  was  carried  out  during  the  year.  A conference 
of  representatives  of  district  councils  was  convened  to  discuss  joint 
action  under  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949.  Arrang- 
ements are  being  made  for  Barmouth  U.D.C.,  Dolgelley  U.D.L.,  and  R. 
D.C.  to  engage  a joint  rodent  operator. 

FACTORIES 

Fifty-two  premises  are  registered  within  the  Urban,  area  under  the 
Factories  Act.  Action  had  to  be  taken  after  attention  had  been  drawn 


to  defects  by  the  Factory  Inspector.

Four  licences  were  issued  for  repairs  and  alterations  to  dwelling- 
houses,  the  total  cost  of  the  work  amounting  to  £820.
